Elephant Ears 


It goes without saying that the varying points 
of view about what the Republican party should 
stand for which were expressed on Abraham 
Lincoln’s birthday last Tuesday were listened 
to with lively interest by Dem ocrats as well 
as by Republicans. But Republicans had more 
to gain by listening closely. 
D em ocrats already know a great deal about 
vaiying points of view on what 
a political 
party stands for. They have been through the j 
experience that is bringing Republicans into 
open conflict. It is old stuff to Democrats. 
Franklin D. Roosevelt also was swept into 
office by a popular reaction against an unpopu­ 
lar president. It is usually overlooked now', but 
he was presented to the country in 1932 as a 
conservative and a budget-cutter—a Jefferson­ 
ian Democrat. 
But once he assum ed the responsibilities of 
executive power, he found himself at odds with 
traditionalists in his party. He either had to 
knuckle under or fight for the survival of his 
party leadership. He fought. 
He found 
his political support 
among the 
people, not among the political leaders of his 
party 
Many party leaders who did not rebel 
a«rinst him openly dragged their feet and tried 
to undercut him behind the party scenes. They 
resented the new people he brought into gov­ 
ernm ent. 
They formed a coalition with m em bers of 
the opposition to ham string his leadership. The 
only thing that preserved his political authority 
w as his ability to dem onstrate in four succes­ 
sive presidential elections that he had unprece­ 
dented appeal among voters; that without him 
they could not win. 
That cannot happen again; legislative poli­ 
ticians have taken care of the possibility by 
limiting presidents to two term s. 
Dwight Eisenhower's “ new 
Republicanism” 
and the reaction it 
has started among old- 
line Republicans will be no open-ended project 
with no predeterm ined date for a showdown. 
But that is the only change that has been 
m ade since the great political upheaval that 
took the Democratic party away from John 
J. Raskob and gave it to Roosevelt’s brain- 
trusters.

Lausche ‘Getting On Track’ 
In New Job As U.S. Senator 


WASHINGTON (tfL-Sen. Lausche 
(D-Ohio) said today he is "begin­ 
ning to get on the track” in his 
new job. 
Lausche. five times governor of 
Ohio before he was elected to the 
Senate last November, conceded 
in an interview he has had some 
difficulty adjusting to his new rou­ 
tine. 
"As governor, I had decisions 
to make almost every minute of 
the day,” he said. "But here it’s 
different. There is a different kind 
of work to do, but I think I’m be­ 
ginning to get on the track.”

< 3 —Just before serving t i m e , 
beat four egg whites until 
they

a time, and Mi teaspoon of vanilla.
